LOSS OF TH. AMER “ CHUKIANG.” 

+ We regrat that the feara for the above vessel 
prove to be ouly “ton well founded. She was 
totally lost on Reef Island on the 6th Febroary, 
and thé captain, officers and passengers reucbed. 
Awoy in’ junt,. The following intereating 
account of the matter: bas been fnrnished by 
one oF the officera on board:—The, morning of 
Tuesduy, February 6th, broke thick and misty 
with a very nasty slegt falling, At 9 a.m. land 
was observed on the starboard bow, when the 
captain gave orders.to keep off another point. 
Bhortly after the weather cleared, but soon’ be- 
cama thicker than ever. Abont 9.30.8 grent 
mass was-obserred to the starboard -bow, and 
at the same time it wus reported that the eteer- 
ing gear had brokex. The engines were at this 
time going astern;.and ghortly after the order 
was given-to. go.abewd again, whei ‘land was 
obserred . looming .abead,..The engines. were, 
again reversed without delay,- but bafora 
‘the-weigh could be fally checked, the ship 
strack: etem on, ond aleo-on the .atarkoard 
bilge, and healed over to ;the .port ade. The 
engines were stopped; and now, as if to show. 
our destraction was complete, the. veil. of fog 
slowly lifted, showing great ‘high rocke on 
threa sides of us. “.

. HOSPITAL. - a 
The. nex; building knowns" as the Ohinese 
Hoapital, was opeted on the 14th inst by H. E. 
the Governor; who madenspeeph and dtank aome 
ten, both whjch operations: weve necessary to 
roduce the desired -result,-. There was ‘no 
ittle magnificenco about. the matter, for the 
road was lined with-policemen, of variona ny. 
tionalities. in their “appropriate. babiliments, 
and the band,—the very ‘same band it- muat 
have been that enlivened. tlie laying of the 
foundation-stone two years ago,—piped and 
changed its unbeppy joy with inckessed ierronr, 
corresponding to twenty-two months’ constant 
practice. If this avas not enough to give dulat 
te the proceedings, what could ‘have done it? 
Not the throng of grimy faces that greeted the 
Governorial procession with awcetest yrins-as 


the sane time, and sank man bour auda half,

THE DISTRESS AT TIENTSIN. : 
Tho following letter"from an eye witness, 
which appears on the Shanghai Courier. gives 
a touching uecount of the distress cunsequent 
upon the recont floods: — : 


: Trentsix, Jun, 1th, 1872, 
Tho preacht distress. among the people of 
‘Tientsin.and surrounding district ia nlarmingly 
great, Thousands of those who have lost their 
all by the storms and inundation, are gathér 
by tho officials into large temples in and about 
the: city. Some find. shelter in the numerous 
temple bi » and others are crowded into, 
mat-sheds. arranged in the temple courte. 
These rude sheds, or tants, afford bat a misera- 
ble. und inadequate shelter from the keen cold 
and pitleea winds whioh prevail at this season 
of the year. Proof of thia ia sadly patent in the 
nuaiber- of dead found.every moraing, and eape- 
cial!y after a yory.cold niyht,, who bavo literally, 
died of starvation. ill, it is gratifying thut 
the government. officiuts are really duing some- 
thing, sud much, to meet the demands 
trying axigenoy. They are also nobly. nda 
by liberal contribitions from all clases oftbe 
native residents, To those poor people gathered 
in the temples, food is’ distributed twice daily, 
thoiigh in quantity notenough forone good mess}. 
Muny private geatlémen also visit these_plaocs, 
and relieve in various ways. A lirge number 
ot wadded garmenta have also been gratuitous. 
ly supplied to those who-needed them. Bat, 
while these in tho city, undor the - very eyes of 
the officinls and people.are cared for to thig.ex- 
tent, a° different state cf things existe in: the 
villages, where the want is equally as urgent. 
Soup or food ready-oooked is not supplied there, 
and up towrecent date many of -tte :villuges 
had not even received u pittance of government 
help. The plan for relieving the villages i831 
monthly yrant.of com to each family sccording: 
to.the nawber of persons io the family:--in- 
speotors goto the villuges “and register tho 
names of those in distress; viving -to the bead 
rof each family a ticket speciiying the aaionnt 
ofgrain- be has to receive. On a given 
day éash, month, .the grain. is “distributed 
in: gome ‘central locality’. to @ cluster of 
villages, within » certain ‘radiue, and the poor 
people beur away home.-their’ portion in sucks, 
and cook it as best they can, “The. poor 
villagers aro in a worgo condition than those in 
the city, not only. because’ they ‘ara greater 
sufferers from the stori-and flood, (for all their 
Jand is still under water,) but also because they 
ure removed from the reich of private and 
“‘enaual- charity, enjoyed. by those inthe city. 
The foreiga residents in. Ticatsin. bare, with 
their ueual liberality and slacrity, contributed 
largely for the veliaf ‘of the suffering poor. 
| Funds bave. been. raised for this purpuse and 
judiciously disbursed... But dpart from these 
general fonds mnnoy. gentlemen have privately 
visited and telped the destitute villugers, while 
they have'not neglected. those im the city. It 
shows 0 wise -aa well 18 a charitable disoern- 
ment that they should have given their special 
attention to. the country. people, and I have 
been pleased to hear: these ‘poor creutures 
testify their appreciation of the kindness of the 
foreigners. a fr .
